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Anti-social behaviour reports 
as caravans arrive en masse 

‘We understand and share the frustration the local community’

A LARGE unauthorised traveller 
encampment in Harlow was 
ordered to leave this week, fol¬ 
lowing reports of ‘anti-social 
behaviour’. 

Video footage from the scene 
showed at least 15 caravans loc¬ 
ated at the site, which is on the 
land between Old London Road 
and the A414, along with extra 
accompanying vehicles and mem¬ 
bers of the traveller community. 

The traveller group were 
believed to have been on Cold- 
harbour Road, but moved last Fri¬ 
day to the new access road at the 
Harlow Enterprise Zone. 

Officers were called to reports 
of the mass encampment earlier 
in the week and later visited the 
scene to assess the site. 

They also liaised with Harlow 
Council and the travellers, and 
the council also issued notice for 
them to leave. 

Moved 

Essex Police continued to mon¬ 
itor the site before the group 
moved on to Braintree, Great Not- 
ley and Chelmsford on Saturday 
night. 

Officers also said they were 
aware of reports of anti-social 
behaviour at the nearby Marks 
Hall Sport Centre. 

A statement from the Harlow 
Badminton Club, located in the 
sports centre, said: “They have 
already gained access to the 
centre to use shower and toilet 
facilities and used the gym. 

“This has happened before and 
it turned nasty. Police and council 
are aware. 

“In the interest of the safety of 
customers, children and staff 
alike the decision has been made 
to remain closed for business 
today (Saturday).” 

There was also a police riot van 
parked at the far end of the trav¬ 
eller site. 

Chief Superintendent Sean 
O’Callaghan said: “Having 

assessed the impact of anti-social 


behaviour by people believed to be 
part of the unauthorised encamp¬ 
ment, officers have attended the 
site and issued a notice to leave 
the site this evening (Saturday).” 


Officers were not called to any 
specific incidents of public order 
or criminal damage offences. 

Essex Police says it will invest¬ 
igate any criminal activity asso¬ 


ciated with unauthorised 
encampments. 

Prior to the group’s departure, 
Councillor Jon Clempner, leader 
of Harlow Council, said in a state¬ 


ment: “The unauthorised travel¬ 
ler encampment moved from 
Coldharbour Road yesterday 
afternoon to the access road at 
Harlow Enterprise Zone on Lon¬ 
don Road. 

“Both sites are covered by the 
town-wide High Court injunc¬ 
tion. 

Frustration 

“Having been informed of the 
injunction and its contents yes¬ 
terday by council officers and the 
police the travellers are now in 
breach of the order. “ 

He added: “We understand and 
share the frustration the local 
community will be feeling at this 
time given Harlow’s history with 
persistent unauthorised traveller 
encampments.” 


WHAT THE 
POLICE SAID 


A FULL statement from Essex 
Police after the travellers left 
Harlow said: "We responded 
to reports that a number of 
vehicles and caravans had 
arrived at the car park of 
Braintree Freeport shortly 
after 6.50pm on Saturday 
December 16. 

■ Officers attended and 
spoke with the travellers and 
liaised with security staff. 

The group left the location 
by around 9.20pm. 

■ A number of vehicles and 
caravans had also arrived in 
the car park of Tesco in The 
Square, Great Notley. 

Officers also attended and 
spoke with the travellers, who 
left the location at around 
10.25pm. 

■ At around 7.50pm, we 
received reports of an 
unauthorised encampment at 
Chelmer Valley Park and Ride 
in Pratts Farm Lane, Little 
Waltham. Officers attended 
and spoke with the travellers, 
security staff and the council. 

■ They assessed the site and 
a notice was issued under 
Section 61 of the Criminal 
Justice and Public Order Act, 
informing the travellers they 
must leave the location. 

■ We continue to monitor the 
site and work in partnership 
with Chelmsford City Council 
and Essex County Council to 
resolve this matter. 

■ We will investigate any 
reports of criminal activity 
associated with unauthorised 
encampments. 

■ The travellers were part of a 
group at an unauthorised 
encampment in London Road, 
Harlow, who had been served 
notices under Section 61 to 
leave. 

The travellers had left the 
Harlow location by around 
9pm.

‘Lovely friend’

“I LOVED him as a friend - he was such a lovely man 
and he had so many stories to tell.” 

These are the words of Suzy Nyari, a woman who 
took in homeless Csaba Lajos Horvath off the streets 
before he hanged himself in Harlow in September. 

Speaking after his inquest this week, she shared 
the remarkable story of how she and Csaba came to 
meet. 

Csaba, originally from Hungary, was living on 57p 
a day when Suzy met him in January. 

With that, he would just about manage to buy a 
packet of biscuits and a drink to last him throughout 
the day.

until the Thursday before he killed himself on the 
Saturday.” 

Csaba, 51, was found hanging from a tree next to 
the River Stort in Harlow by a canoeist on Septem¬ 
ber 23. 

He was confirmed dead at the scene by Essex 
Police. 

“He was just a genuine man who had troubles in 
his life,” Suzy continued. 

“He was in a really lost place -1 didn’t realise he 
was mentally ill. 

“I told him he had to help himself but he needed 
me to look after him at every stage. 

“I tried to get him work by taking him to the Job 
Centre. 

“I was there for him but I couldn’t be there for him 
every day with everything else going on in life.” 

After leaving the family home, Csaba was booked 
into a bed and breakfast in Chelmsford a week before 
his children had told him they would collect him and 
take him with them to Austria. 

Suzy says: “I thought he was safe at the bed and 
breakfast. 

“I think he did it because he did not want to be a 
burden on his children.” 

Csaba was originally a business owner in Hun¬ 
gary before gambling and drinking habits left him 
alienated from his family and without money. 

“We had so much in common,” Suzy adds. 

Language 

“My husband and in-laws are Hungarian by 
chance, so he would speak to Csaba in their lan¬ 
guage. 

“But he spoke five languages and he was very 
fluent in English. 

“He was a great friend -1 loved him.” 

His inquest was heard at the coroner’s court in 
Chelmsford on Wednesday. 

The hearing revealed that Csaba had suffered 
from depression and mental health issues before he 
took his life. 

A post-mortem at Prince Alexandra’s hospital in 
Harlow confirmed he had been suspended by lig¬ 
ature. 

A toxicology report also showed that there was 
some consumption of alcohol but not enough to 
cause impairment. 

The inquest also revealed that Csaba had tried 
several times to take his life. 

Deputy coroner Michelle Brown said: “There 
were no visible injuries and no suspicion of a third 
party. 

“With the evidence I have before me I must 
dismiss that it was an accident. 

“It was a planned series of events - he took things 
with him to do what he did. 

“He tried several times to take his own life and 
was unfortunately successful.” 
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£400m Science Hub approval 
will mark ‘rebirth’ of Harlow 

Elation as town leaders witness ‘key moment’ in building town’s tomorrow

PLANS to build a new science hub 
which could create 3,500 new jobs 
in Harlow have been approved. 

Councillors sitting on the devel¬ 
opment management committee 
at Harlow Council were unanim¬ 
ous in their decision to approve 
Public Health England’s plans for 
the new centre last Wednesday 
night (December 13). 

The hub would be the national 
centre for Public Health Eng¬ 
land’s (PHE) research, training 
and administrative functions. 

It was chosen from a short-list 
of ten other sites in the country 
and construction will begin in 
2019. 

The site is located on Coldhar- 
bour Road, and would include a 
north, middle and east site. 

Developers are looking to build 
on the existing site and incor¬ 
porate existing buildings on a plot 
of land measuring roughly 115,000 
sqm. 

Landmark 

Elizabeth Way is to the west of 
the site, Fourth Avenue is to the 
north and Third Avenue is to the 
south and all three parts of the 
site are within the Pinnacles 
Employment Area. 

Richard Gleave, PHE deputy 
chief executive, said: “This land¬ 
mark decision is one of the most 
important not just for PHE but 
also for the nation’s health. It 
allows us to build on the incred¬ 
ible work we

£280k fraudsters 
conned cash to fund 


their lavish lifestyles

FORMER Billericay Town cheer¬ 
leader Rebecca Batchelor and two 
others have been spared jail fol¬ 
lowing a money laundering and 
fraudulent scheme that targeted 
vulnerable elderly people. 

They conned £232,502 from 
their victims and passed the 
funds through their bank 
accounts and the whereabouts of 
a further £50,000 has not been 
identified. The money was used to 
fund lavish lifestyles, including a 
£571 lunch that Batchelor bought 
in a London restaurant. 

Batchelor, Anis and Bilal Ben- 
Sghaier, and Beau Bown were sen¬ 
tenced last Thursday (December 
14) at Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Amin Ben-Sghaier, 27, of 
Collins Meadow, Harlow, was also 
due to be sentenced but was not 
present so his sentencing was 
adjourned. 

Amin and Anis admitted con¬ 
spiracy to commit fraud after 


claiming to work for a company, 
AJ Auctioneers, and working 
under aliases to persuade victims 
that they would auction their 
valuable items for them. 

They conned vulnerable people 
into paying fees and taxes asso¬ 
ciated with the sales of the invest¬ 
ments, which included diamonds, 
rare earth materials and wine. 

However, the auctions never 
took place and ten victims of the 
Ben-Sghaiers’ crimes never 
received the money they were 
owed. 

Cold-callers 

As part of the scheme, Amin 
and Anis would cold-call indi¬ 
viduals, offer to sell their invest¬ 
ments, and when the victims 
called them asking the where¬ 
abouts of their owed monies, 
Amin and Anis would fabricate 
more fees. None of the victims 
ever met with the defendants, 
with most communication occur¬ 
ring over email or phone. 

Two of their victims, Mr and

Mrs Price attended the senten¬ 
cing and sat in the public gallery. 

Essex Police began investigat¬ 
ing this case in May 2015, fol¬ 
lowing receiving a referral from 
the National Crime Agency. 

The police enquiries found the 
cash taken from the victims went 
into accounts connected to Amin 
and Anis, their younger brother, 
Bilal, Anis’ former girlfriend, 
Batchelor, and Amin’s former 
girlfriend, Bown. 

Batchelor’s mitigation claimed 
that she was unaware of the full 
details of the fraud, and during 


her interview with police she 
claimed she grew suspicious of 
Anis’ dealings, and that he later 
admitted he was conning people 
out of their money. 

Prosecuting barrister, Ms 
Sarah Przybylska, said: “There is 
positive evidence she was aware 
of not only a vague outline, but of 
the full details of the fraud [and] 
the nature of the people being 
targeted.” 

But mitigating for Batchelor, 
Mr Chauduri, said she was just 18 
years old when she met Anis. 

He said: “When she first met Mr 
Anis in January 2015 he had been 
engaged in fraudulent activity for 
at least three years. 

“She says it was her impression 
at the beginning of the relation¬ 
ship the source of his apparent 
wealth was legitimate.” 

Judge Morgan responded: 
“[There was] clearly some finan¬ 
cial gain for her, evidence from 
the text messages being 
exchanged and Whatsapp mes¬ 
sages that construct her in a 



rather awful light.” 

Mr Chaudhuri, responded: 
“The post she put on social media 
after her plea has to be seen in 
context. Your Honour may not 
know in this case, perhaps unusu¬ 
al given the nature of it, some 


coverage, not just in the local but 
the national press, the bestselling 
newspaper in great Britain, The 
Sun. 

“The angle was to focus on Miss 
Batchelor, no doubt as her past as

as a cheerleader with a local foot¬ 
ball team. 

“She became the focus of the 
reporting of this case, this has had 
adverse consequences, both per¬ 
sonally and in terms of her busi¬ 
nesses. 


“Invariably nowadays coverage 
in the press and targeting in 
social media, Miss Batchelor, was 
the target of a number of unpleas¬ 
ant and threatening comments on 
social media.” 

Chaudhuri continued: “She has 


been to some certain extent 
indulged, she has a certain view 
of life and has learned a hard 
lesson in this case. 

“[In regards to her] modelling 
business, that business has 
suffered as a result of this case 


[and she has] lost work as a result 
of it. Really that business effect¬ 
ively is at an end.” 

Peter Hunter, mitigating for 
Anis, said: “On his behalf I would 
like to apologise to the victims of 
this fraud, his parents and anyone 
who he offended. 

“He was 21/22 at the begin¬ 
ning. 

“He has become a shadow of 
himself, in very simple terms 
going back to the committal of 
this Mr Anis Ben-Sghaier worked 
for a company that didn’t pay him, 
it simply lead from this. 

Ridicule 

“This became a large scale 
fraud, he accepts his role and 
apologises profusely to all con¬ 
cerned. 

“His father and his mother have 
been subject to hate ridicule in 
the local community and in the 
state of having to move because 
it’s that bad.” 

Mr Hunter, also mitigating for 
Bilal, spoke of how he wishes to 
become useful to society and has 
recently enrolled onto an IT 
course and is at low risk of re¬ 
offending. 

Mr Justin McLintock, defence 
barrister for Beau Bown, told the 
court that she was unaware of the 
underlying criminal activity, and 
the nature of the activity going 
on. 

Bown was studying to be a 
teaching assistant, but now the 
placement has been cancelled, he 
told the court. 

In his closing remarks, Judge 
Morgan said: “This was all a scam 
designed to prey on those who are 
vulnerable. 

“Mr and Mrs Price have lost 
£190,000 of money they would

require to live out the rest of their 
days in retirement. 

“Can you look in their eyes and 
if you have general remorse see 
the extent of your actions. 

“Mr Price had to raise money 
through an equity release 
scheme, and is paying his debts.” 

Judge Morgan sentenced Anis 
Ben-Sghaier to five years in pris¬ 
on, four and a half years for con¬ 
spiracy to commit fraud and six 
months for the possession of can¬ 
nabis with intent to supply. 

He was also issued a Serious 
Crime Prevention Order, which 
will begin the date that he is 
informed he is released of his 
sentence and will run for five 
years, which is the maximum that 
the judge can impose. 

Bilal received 12 months 
imprisonment, suspended for 18 
months, with a community order 
to carry out 200 hours of unpaid 
work, as well as pay a statutory 
surcharge. 

Judge Morgan said when sen¬ 
tencing Rebecca Batchelor: “I 
hope as time goes on you can 
reflect on your behaviour, I have 
read a great deal about you in the 
papers, not all of it throws a good 
light upon you as an individual, 
you are to a degree too naive, you 
had many advantages at your age 


[others] don’t have - had a busi¬ 
ness and a good family. 

“When you found out what Anis 
was up to you didn’t stop, you 
carried on. One has to read the 
Whatsapp messages of how and 
when you [described yourself] to 
fund a nice and lavish lifestyle 
that money belonged to others, of 
people who could ill afford it.” 

“It sits ill in your mouth that 
you, through publicity, have lost 
the ability to have your business. 
You are at the start of your life you 
deserve very little credit.” 

Suspended 

Batchelor received 12 months 
imprisonment suspended for 18 
months, as well as having to per¬ 
form 200 hours of unpaid work, 
and to pay a statutory surcharge. 

As part of her mitigation, 
Batchelor said she is in the pos¬ 
ition to pay costs and for the sums 
to go to the victims, for which the 
judge said will be decided on a 
later date. 

Beau Bown, was issued a com¬ 
munity order for 80 hours of 
unpaid work to be completed 
within the next 12 months, and to 
pay a statutory surcharge. 

Mohamed Ben-Sghaier, father 
of Anis and Bilal was also in the 
dock for charges relating to pos¬ 
session of cannabis with intent to 
supply and was issued a condi¬ 
tional discharge. 

When the defendants were able 
to leave the dock, Mohamed 
walked up to the victims in the 
court, Mr and Mrs Price, and apo¬ 
logised as well as shaking their 
hands. 

Amin Ben-Sghaier’s sentencing 
was adjourned to Tuesday, 
December 19, 2017 at Chelmsford 
Crown Court.

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COMMISSIONER’S SURVEY: Roger Hirst asked residents to have their say on 

Thousands say they would pay

T housands of Essex 
residents have 
supported the idea of 
raising council tax to 
pay for more policing in the 
county. 

Last month the Police, Fire 
and Crime Commissioner for 
Essex, Roger Hirst, asked 
residents to have their say on 
whether they were happy to pay 
more in exchange for an 
investment in Essex Police. 

More than 5,000 people took 
part in the Policing in Essex 
Precept Survey, with 66 per cent 
of respondents stating they 
would in general be prepared to 
invest more in policing to help 
improve the service provided. 

A majority of those who took 
part, 65 per cent, also supported 
lifting the cap on the policing 
element of the council tax should 
the government agree to the 
change. 

A staggering 75 per cent of 
respondents also said they were 
prepared to contribute an 
additional £10 or more a year to 
invest in policing, whereas 16 
per cent of those who took part 
were prepared to pay £5 a year 
more. 

Mr Hirst said: “It is clear from 
the results of this survey that 
people want to see more 
investment in local policing and 
that investment should be 
focused on local neighbourhood 
policing, tackling anti-social 
behaviour, gangs and dealing 
with serious and organised 
crime. 

“This echoes what I hear at 
the regular public meetings that 
I hold in each district across 
Essex.” 

The overall results of the 
survey have been provided in a 
detailed briefing paper. 

We’ve broken down the results 
to make them easy to understand 
and help outline what an 
increase in policing could mean 
for Essex. 

■ HOW IS 
POLICING FUNDED 
IN ESSEX? 

Funding for Essex Police 
comes from two sources - central 
government and local council 
tax. 

Taking these two funding 
sources into account, Essex 
Police receives the lowest 
funding per resident of any 
police force in the country and 
has the sixth lowest council tax 
for policing. 

Earlier this year, the council 
tax for policing was increased by 
3.25 per cent, which meant that 
the the average Band D property 
paid £4.95 more per year. 

The Band D council tax for 
policing in Essex for 2017/18 is 
£157.05 per year. 

■ WHY WAS THE 

SURVEY 

LAUNCHED? 

In November, Roger Hirst told 
the public he wanted to provide 
the best service possible for the 
people of Essex. 


He expressed his belief that 
increasing investment would 
help deliver better policing. 

While Essex cannot rely on an 
increase in government funding 
this year, raising the level of 
council tax for policing within 
the current cap could achieve 
this, with Mr Hirst advocating to 
central government to have it 
raised. 

To that end, residents were 
asked to express their views in 
the online survey which ran 
from November 6 to November 
24. 

■ WHAT WERE THE 
RESULTS OF THE 
SURVEY? 

The Police Precept survey saw 
5,044 people express their 
opinions. 

Some 66 per cent of 
respondents said that, in 
general, they would be prepared 
to invest more in policing to help 
improve the service provided. 

Some 65 per cent of 
respondents said that if the 
government agreed to it, they 
would be prepared to see the cap 
on council tax for policing lifted 
so that more council tax could be 
raised and made available for 
policing in Essex. 

Approximately 25 per cent of 
respondents disagreed both with 
investing more and lifting the 
cap. 

Some 75 per cent of those who 
gave a view said they were 
prepared to contribute an extra 
£10 or more to invest in policing. 

Another 16 per cent were 
prepared to pay up to £5 a year 
more. 

Local neighbourhood policing 
was rated as the most important 
area to focus any additional 
funds on, followed by tackling 
anti-social behaviour, tackling 
gangs, and serious and 
organised crime. 

■ WHAT DID THE 
SURVEY IDENTIFY? 

More than 1,690 comments 
were received and reviewed by 
those who examined the results. 

From these, six key themes 
were identified: 

■ Having more visible policing 
or a greater police presence, 
together with having “bobbies 
on the beat”, more resources, 
frontline police and police 
stations; 

■ Respondents also wanted 
funding to go to policing in their 
locality, or go into actual 
policing; 

■ Wanting a better response to 
the kinds of day-to-day or low 
level crime that people see or 
that affects them and their 
communities - mostly burglary, 
anti-social behaviour, drug 
dealing in their locality, shop 
lifting and fly tipping; 

■ Making the police force more 
efficient; 

■ The police’s poor response to 
crime was highlighted by a 
significant number of 
respondents based on either 
personal experience or 
perceptions; and 

■ Central government should

Upon being given his new role, 
Mr Hirst said: “I am extremely 
honoured and very pleased to 
become this country’s first 
Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner.

fund policing directly and other 
taxation issues were mentioned, 
with these two themes often 
being linked. 

■ Detailed 
findings 

Respondents were asked 
whether, in general, they would 
be prepared to invest more in 
policing to help improve the 
services provided. 

A total of 66 per cent of 
respondents said that, in 
general, they would be prepared 
to invest more in policing to help 
improve services and 85 per cent 
of police officers and 68 per cent 
of parish, town, district and 
county councillors said this too. 

Respondents who are likely to 
be in council tax bands A and B 


were less likely to say they 
would be prepared to invest 
more, while those in bands D, F, 
G, H and I were more likely to 
back it. 

There is currently a 
government cap on how much 
the council tax for policing can 
be increased. 

This cap is set at no more than 
£5 per year for a band D property 
in areas like Essex where the 
council tax for policing is one of 
the lowest. 

Some 65 per cent of 
respondents said that if the 
government agreed to it, they 
would be prepared to see the cap 
lifted so that more council tax 
can be raised and made available 
for policing in Essex. 

Some 81 per cent of 
respondents who identified 


themselves as police officers and 
67 per cent of respondents who 
identified themselves as either 
parish, town, district or county 
councillors said that if the 
government agreed to it, they 
would be prepared to see the cap 
lifted. 

Respondents who are likely to 
be in Bands A, B and C were less 
likely to say they would be 
prepared to see the cap lifted, 
while those in Bands F and G 
and above were more likely to 
say this. 

Unsurprisingly, the majority of 
the respondents who did not 
want to invest more in policing 
also did not want the cap to be 
lifted. 

Respondents were asked how 
much more they would be 
prepared to contribute to 


support more investment in 
policing. 

Out of the 4,245 respondents 
who answered this question, 614 
(14 per cent) specifically said 
that they would not be prepared 
to pay an increase. 

Of the 3,631 respondents who 
did respond about this amount, 
75 per cent of them said they 
were prepared to contribute an 
extra £10 or more to invest in 
policing. 

Another 16 per cent were 
prepared to pay up to £5 a year 
more. 

Just over a tenth of 
respondents suggested other 
amounts. 

However out of these 
respondents, 11 per cent felt that 
the government should fund 
policing and nine per cent felt 
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investment in county’s force and two-thirds answer they would like it to increase 

more in taxes to boost policing

■ WHAT DO

Respondents were asked how 


important they feel that extra 
investment is for each area, on a 
scale of one to ten (where one is 
not at all important and ten is 
extremely important). 

Local neighbourhood policing 
was rated as 8.3 out of 10 in 
importance, followed by tackling 
anti-social behaviour, tackling 
gangs and then serious and 
organised crime. 

■ WHAT ELSE DID

Respondents were asked 
whether there was anything else 
that they would like to say about 
the policing precept, and 1,686 
comments were made.

A SCHOOL partnership is 
enabling Harlow students to 
access state-of-the-art 
facilities and extra courses. 

Burnt Mill Academy and 
Sir Charles Kao UTC are 
working together for the 
benefit of students at both 
sites. 

While Burnt Mill is 
oversubscribed with space at 
a premium, practical science 
lessons are now being taught 
to Year 11 GCSE students at 
the neighbouring school’s 
modern facilities. 

The move has enabled Sir 
Charles Kao to also offer an 
extension to the science 
award to its own students 
which was not possible 
before due to staffing and 
timetabling restraints. 

Lisa Tooley, head of school 
at Sir Charles Kao, said:

“As we only had a few 
students at Sir Charles Kao 
looking to take these 
classes, it was not financially 
viable to put them on 
until this partnership was 
formed. 

“Now, once a fortnight, 
students from both sites 
come together for a 100- 
minute practical lesson to 
carry out experiments 
together.” 

As well as science, Burnt 
Mill students are also 
studying GCSE geography 
and Spanish two days a 
week at Sir Charles Kao, 
making uses of spare 
teaching space. 

On those days, students 
spend all day on site

soft links allow our students 
to flourish and have access 
to the curriculum Burnt Mill 
is offering.

“All education providers 
should be working together 
to improve outcomes for 
learners and share resources. 

“Sir Charles Kao is a 
provision based purely 
around the STEM (science, 


technology, engineering and 
maths) subjects and even if 
we do not have the students 
on our role, why should 
other students in the town 
not benefit from our 
facilities. 

“It also improves the ethos 
of this school as students get 


a sense of pride from seeing 
others wanting to use the 
facilities.”

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Underdog on the rise 


T okio Myers relishes 
being labelled an 
underdog. It worked 
for him when he 
rocked up to the 
prestigious Royal College of 
Music, not an aspiring rapper 
as many expected, but as a 
pianist with a love for Frederic 
Chopin and Sergei 
Rachmaninoff. 

And it happened again when 
he successfully brought his 
electrifying mash-ups to 
television screens across the 
country courtesy of Britain’s 
Got Talent, sweeping to victory 
in the process. 

From delicate piano 
constructs to full-on electronic 
sculptures, he mixed Adele 
with Beethoven and Ed 
Sheeran with Claude Debussy. 

People lapped it up, and 
now they’re doing the same to 
his debut album, which fuses 
classical, cinematic, hip-hop, 
dance and 90s soul. 

Stretched out on a wide 
booth in a central London 
restaurant, the 33-year-old 
smiles widely as he reflects on 
a magical 2017. 

“The more you put me in a 
place I’m not supposed to be, 
it excites me more. I get a kick 
out of it because I know I can 
educate people,” he says. 

“I really love the underdog, I 
don’t like doing the obvious 
thing. I don’t want to be put in 
a box.” 

MOTIVATION 

His motivation to audition 
for the ITV talent show came 
from a fear of stagnation. After 
years as a session musician for 
Mr Hudson And The Library, 
where he toured with everyone 
from Kanye West to Amy 
Winehouse, Tokio wanted to 
flaunt a sound he had worked 
hard to hone. 

“I reached a point in my life 
and things were pretty static, I 
hate static,” he says. “I woke 
up one morning and decided I 
was going to do it, just for the 
sheer sake it was going to be 
super challenging.” 

A few days before we meet, 
Tokio teased the album, Our 
Generation, at an intimate 
showcase where he was 
introduced by broadcaster 
Reggie Yates - a friend since 
his Mr Hudson days. 

The atmosphere was 
scintillating. A 360 degree 
performance space was 
created by keyboards, an 
electric drum pad and copious 
other pieces of equipment. 
Tokio sweated his way round 
the instruments to flaunt his 
sound to journalists, critics 
and industry figures. 

He was keen for it to not 
have a “soulless vibe”. 

“These people have seen 
loads of these things”, he says 
emphatically, punching his 


sentences to make his point. 
“They’re going every week, 
week in week out, so the 
challenge for me was to make 
it different.” 

And his performance was all 
the more exceptional when he 
reveals he had been suffering 
with the flu. 

Born in London, Tokio was 
awarded a scholarship at the 
Royal College before going on 
to work with Mr Hudson. 
Kanye was a highlight, he says, 
recalling a backstage 
basketball match with the 
superstar. 

“Within five minutes, we 
were off to play basketball. 
They bring a net with them on 
tour and I’m there blocking 
Kanye, taking jump shots in 
his face pulling faces at him ... 
It was very surreal.” 

As a touring musician he 
also performed at Glastonbury 
in 2009 and it’s a platform he 
would like to return to. 

“I want to take this to the 
top, this isn’t just for my 
bedroom,” he laughs, in 
bewilderment perhaps at his 
own rise from small crowds to 
the Royal Variety Show (BGT 
winners automatically play the 
event). 

“I definitely would love to be 
a household name, that’s a 
dream,” he continues. “The 
same as Hans Zimmer is, you 
say his name and you’re like, 
‘Ah amazing, epic composer’. 


“That kind of vibe, that’s all I 
want, nothing much,” he 
smiles. 

During his classical training 
he was surrounded by a lot 
aspiring musicians from a rich, 
white background. It would be 
easy for Tokio to say he wants 
to change that. And in a sense 
he does, but not at the expense 
of targeting his former peers. 

“My fight isn’t with race,” he 
says. “My mum’s white, my 
dad’s black. I’ve got nothing 
against race, or money or 
wealth or any of that kind of 
stuff. Them kids didn’t choose 
to be part of that, they were 
born in it. But at the same 
time it should be for everyone. 
There’s loads of kids who 
won’t do it because of the 
perception it’s not for them.” 

“I hope those kids will see 
me and say it’s cool to play 
Chopin or Rachmaninoff.” 

He picks up the point again. 
He wants to offer escapism. 

“I’ve been lucky to go away 
and certain places and culture 
and nature is priority. People 
live simply, they’re not chasing 
a Ferrari or big house. 

“I try and take people into a 
world and forget all about the 
c*** we have to deal with, 
chasing the rent money or 
their struggles.” 

Perhaps it’s not exactly 
something you expect to come 
from an artist signed to Simon 
Cowell’s Syco record label to 


come out with. But as we’ve 
worked out, Tokio is no 
ordinary artist. 

And he’s adamant that 
despite his own hesitations 
about the world of shows like 
BGT, he owes them, and 
Simon, a lot. 

“Simon’s been massive. I 
spoke to him last night on the 
phone and he’s just been there 
through the whole process. He 
flew me out to LA and went to 
his house and we were just 
playing demos. I feel like a kid 
in a spaceship,” he says. 

“The team they are on it. 
They are really good, they’re 
really excited. We recorded a 
40-piece live orchestra in 
Abbey Road with full brass 
system ... everything is real, 
nothing is cheap.” 

He goes to these lengths 
because it is his job to connect 
with people, he says. 

“I’m just choosing to do it 
through music, and the piano 
and music are my voice. 

“I am here to connect,” he 
reiterates. “It’s a crazy time we 
live in and music is important 
to all of us, when we’re down, 
when we’re happy, and when 
we need a little boost. 

“What do we go to if it isn’t 
music?”

JUMANJI: WELCOME TO 
THE JUNGLE (12A) 
★★★★★ 


ore than 20 years 
after family-friendly 
fantasy Jumanji 
starring Robin 
Williams rampaged 
through multiplexes, Jake 
Kasdan directs an action- 
packed rumble in the jungle 
tailored to the short attention 
spans of digitally-minded 
teenagers. 

Five screenwriters pay 
affectionate tribute to the late 
actor, respectfully passing the 
narrative baton to a new set of 
wise-cracking misfits, who have 
an equally close encounter with 
a herd of belligerent, 
stampeding rhinoceroses. 

In the 1995 original, released 
as a time when the term 
“smartphone” was freshly 
minted, the horned beasts are 
unleashed from a magical 
board game and stampede 
down a quiet suburban street. 

Fast-forward to the present 
day and state-of-the-art 
computer trickery allows 


Kasdan to orchestrate an 
outlandish set-piece involving 
angry albino rhinoceroses 
charging down a 
malfunctioning helicopter in a 
rocky canyon. 

It’s a preposterously 
overblown sequence in a film 
merrily divorced from realism 
that relinquishes the childlike 
innocence of the first film for 
an all-guns-blazing assault on 
the senses including ribald 
humour that will be too saucy 
for very young children. 

Computer gaming nerd 
Spencer Gilpin (Alex Wolff) 
serves detention alongside 
three fellow students at 


Brantford High School: 
strapping football jock Fridge 
(Ser’darius Blain), social 
media-obsessed cheerleader 
Bethany (Madison Iseman) and 
shy bookworm Martha 
(Morgan Turner). 

For their punishment, the 
teenagers begrudgingly clean 
out the school’s musty 
basement, where they stumble 
upon a discarded Jumanji 
video game with four 
controllers. 

Taking a break from the 
onerous task of removing 
staples from old magazines, 
Spencer, Fridge, Bethany and 
Martha are sucked into the 


game where the students take 
on the guise of heroic avatars. 

Spencer becomes strapping 
archaeologist Dr Smolder 
Bravestone (Dwayne Johnson), 
Fridge is scaredy-cat zoologist 
Franklin Finbar (Kevin Hart), 
Bethany is quirky cartographer 
Professor Shelly Oberon (Jack 
Black) and Martha is reborn as 
acrobatic warrior Ruby 
Roundhouse (Karen Gillan). 

A plummy guide called Nigel 
(Rhys Darby) explains that the 
teenagers must combine their 
characters’ complementary 
skills to recover a green gem 
and lift a curse. 

Aided by a handsome pilot 
(Nick Jonas), the students each 
have three lives to overcome 
the game’s myriad levels and 
defeat a menacing villain 
(Bobby Cannavale). 

Jumanji: Welcome To The 
Jungle is less than the sum of 
its fitfully entertaining parts. 

Johnson and Hart catalyse an 
amusingly fractious double-act 
while Black has a hoot 
channelling the sassiness of a 
classroom queen bee, including 
one standout sequence in 
which he tutors Gillan in the 
fine art of flirtation.

TERMINATOR 2: JUDGEMENT DAY ***** 

Films can age pretty quickly in a couple of 
decades, especially if they're reliant on special 
effects. So it's a testament to the James 
Cameron's sequel to his original Terminator 
film that this 1991 sequel doesn't just hold up 
well but still looks the business 16 years later. 
In fact, this fully restored version, out on UHD, 
Blu-ray, DVD and available to download, 
reminds you just how groundbreaking 
Terminator 2 must have been on release. 

In a clever twist of the original's storyline, 
two different Terminators are sent back from 
the future in pursuit of John Connor (Edward 
Furlong), mankind's prospective saviour. The T- 
1000 (Robert Patrick) is a significant upgrade 
on the original model, a relentless, shape- 
shifting assassin, while an original Terminator 
(Arnold Schwarzenegger) has been 
reprogrammed to protect Connor and his 
mother Sarah (Linda Hamilton). 

The still-impressive effects brilliantly serve 
what amounts to an extended chase movie 
distinguished by some standout action 
sequences - notably the motorbike and lorry 
racing through the LA storm drains. There's a 
nice line in humour too with Arnie's fish-out-of 
water shtick providing plenty of laughs. 

A beautiful 4K restoration brings the best 
out in this landmark film and new extras 
include a documentary featuring interviews 
with Cameron, Schwarzenegger and Furlong.

DUNKIRK ★★★★★ 

With his grand visions and intelligent brand of 
film-making, Christopher Nolan was ideally 
suited to convey the scale and horror of 
Dunkirk which he describes as a "survival 
story" rather than a war film. 

Tackling the mass retreat of British forces 
after a catastrophic defeat at the hand of the 
Nazis in France, Nolan choses to follow three 
story strands rather than try to capture the 
whole thing. So we follow, on land, sea and air, 
members of the armed forces in the midst of a 
desparate restreat. More than 300,000 
soldiers have to be evacuated from a French 
beach in the course of a week, as German 
ground forces close in and Stukas divebomb 
them from the air. 

The brutality, chaos and fear resonate in 
Nolan's film and there is no sense of triumph. 
Just the desperate determination of those 
trying to survive and get home. Magnficent.

For a homemade festive treat, give the 
Great British Bake Off judge's recipe a go 


INGREDIENTS 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 
600g) 

2 satsumas, segmented 
1 apple, finely chopped 
Zest 1 lemon 

Little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry: 

375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, 
softened 

125g caster sugar, 
plus extra for 
sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 
beaten egg for 
glazing 



METHOD 

1. Place the flour and 
butter in a bowl and rub 
together to a crumb 
consistency. Add the 
sugar and the egg and 
mix together. 

2. Tip out onto a lightly 
floured surface and fold 
until the pastry comes 
together, be careful not 
to over mix. Wrap the 
pastry in cling film and 
chill for 10 minutes. 

3. Scoop the 
mincemeat into a bowl 
and add the satsumas,

apple and zest. 

4. Heat oven to 
220°C/200°C fan/gas 7. 

5. Roll out the pastry to 
3mm thick. Using a 
round cutter (about 
10cm), cut out 16 bases 
and place them into 
muffin trays.

mincemeat 
mixture into 
each. Brush 
the edge of 
each pie with a 
little beaten 
egg. Re-roll out 
the pastry to 
cut 7cm lids and press 
them on top to seal. 
Glaze with the rest of 
the egg, sprinlde with 
caster sugar, then make 
a small cut in the tops.

Tom's festive feeds are 
real crowd pleasers... 


Wondering how to feed lots of hungry mouths over 
Christmas? MARION McMULLEN finds out how top 
chef Tom Kerridge copes with big festive servings 


C ELEBRITY chef Tom Kerridge 
says being organised is key 
when cooking for large groups 
of people. 

The BBC presenter and 
chef-owner of The Hand & Flowers, The 
Coach and The Butcher's Tap in 
Marlow, Buckinghamshire says: "Team 
Tom Kerridge do lots of bespoke 
pop-up events throughout the year. 

"We bring our style of food to loads 
more people than you could fit in all 
three of my pubs, and they often all 
need serving at the same time. 

"The secret to feeding large groups 
while still maintaining my exacting 
standards is to choose dishes that can 
be made ahead and are easy to serve. 

"The same applies to feeding a crowd 
of people at Christmas. Nothing is 
easier to serve than a slice of loaf, so 
here I've made different loaf-tin recipes 
for different Christmas events, all of 
which are easy to make, serve and 
transport." 

Tom adds: "My mum famously used 
to make a roast out of sausage meat 
because it was cheaper than a prime 
joint but just as tasty - if not even more 
so. 

"Christmas Lunch Loaf is my festive 
version. It combines all the meaty bits 
of Christmas dinner: every mouthful 
tastes like the last few bites, when 
everything comes together. 

"Does it replace a whole turkey on 
Christmas day? That's up to you, but 
just like my mum's sausage roast, this 


loaf tastes every bit as good, and is 
cheaper and easier to prep and serve." 

Tom says his Last-minute Christmas 
Loaf Cake is also one of his go-to festive 
cake recipes. 

"It tastes just as good when made on 
Christmas Eve as if it had been made in 
November and stashed for a month. 

"The decoration is up to you, but I 
like to keep it simple with nothing 
more than a snow shower of icing 
sugar."

alcohol and there's lots of sugar 
remaining in the grapes. Try with 
a cheesecake or blue cheese and 
you'll enjoy the wine's notes of 
pear and peach. 

■ Vidal Pillitteri Ice Wine 2016, 
right (£14.99, Lidl, 11% 
abv): Ice wines are created in 
the most extraordinary way. 

The grapes (in this case from 
Canada) freeze on the vines, 
then the frozen water is 
crushed out, leaving behind 
the intensity of the fruit 
from which the wine is 
made. I love the seductive 
lusciousness of fresh stone 
fruit, lychee and pears. 

LAST-MINUTE BUYS: 

■ Classy white - Clos 
Floridene Graves Blanc 
(£18.99, The Co-op, 13% abv): 



This Bordeaux is a complex blend 
of sauvignon blanc and semilion 
and is bright with citrus notes 
and a hint of tropical fruits. Enjoy 
with turkey or Boxing Day ham. 

■ A special red - Saint-Emilion 
Grand Cru 2015 (£10.99, Lidl, 
13.5% abv): This is a plummy, 
full-bodied Bordeaux red which 
scooped the 2017 International 
Wine Challenge's Great Value 
Red between £8 and £12.

Have you decided what will you 
will cook Christmas dinner? 

THERE'S no way we can't do turkey, 
so I'll do that. I'll do my porchetta. 
And I'll do a goose. It's way too much 
food, but they're easy to cook. 

The Italians call it an Arrosto Misto 
- a mixed roast. It's their equivalent 
of a mixed grill. But it means that 
when the hordes descend the next 
day, you've got loads of leftovers left, 
you rattle out some salads and some 
cheese and some bread, and you've 
got a massive, beautiful feast. 

We've slightly lost the art, in 
Britain, of cooking something big and 
then keeping the leftovers. 

What is a porchetta? 

IT'S basically a rolled saddle or loin 
of pork connected to the belly. It 
allows you to stuff it, so we do an 
amazing Italian stuffing, roast it hard, 
and then turn it right down low, so 
you get crackling and that delicious 
melt-in-mouth meat. 

And the pasta we're making is very 
accessible - it's a large ravioli that 
you fill, and then pinch at the sides 
like a Christmas cracker. It's a great 
starter, it's a great vegetarian 
alternative, it looks amazing. 

What about Christmas pud? 

I b****Y hate Christmas pud. It just 
repeats on me. So I do my Christmas 
pudding, which of course I think is 
better than most. It has more 
breadcrumbs, so it's lighter. It's a 
cross between my nan's Christmas 
pudding and a pound pudding. I like 
the idea of a Christmas pudding but 
it's just so heavy. It sits in your 
stomach like a weapon of mass 
destruction. 

Any family favourites? 

WE love trifle. We're a big trifle 
family. I'll do a tiramisu for Boxing 
Day, because it's great to do for big 
groups. Doing lots of trifles is a 
nightmare, tiramisu for 30 to 40 
people is a piece of p**s. 

When did you film your Channel 4 
special Jamie's Italian Christmas? 

IN a log cabin in Piedmont, in the 
Italian Alps, last Christmas. It's not 
like we've filmed it in a studio and 
we're pretending it's Christmas. 

You didn't have someone up a 
ladder shaking a bag of flour to 
look like it's snowing? 

WE'VE done that as well, in the past! 
But it feels like a real adventure. The 
magic of the mountains comes out in 
the look and feel of the food. 

We're really happy with how it's 
turned out. 

Your old friend Gennaro is in the 
programme. What has been his 
role in your life? 

GENNARO gave me my first job at 
the Neal Street Restaurant with 
Antonio Carluccio when I was 18. 

He's kind of the godfather of Italian 
food in the UK. 

He's been a really good and loyal 
friend of mine. And there's that kind 
of warmth to the show, which could 
only come from a middle-aged dude 
and someone who's nearly a 
hundred. 

Why do you love Italian 
food so much? 

I THINK it is because of Gennaro, but 
it's more than that. At the heart of

Italian food is that real love and 
passion for ingredients, and a real 
simplicity. 

It doesn't mean the Italians don't 
have craft or technical ability, but 
there are cultures that push the 
technique or craft, and I find that in 
the modern day world, what that 
does is edits out a large proportion of 
the world. 

With Italian food I feel the funda¬ 
mentals of love, care, simplicity and 


great ingredients are there, but 
they're also accessible. For me, as a 
dyslexic kid, learning about pasta, 
which is just basically wet stuff and 
flour, and all the different types and 
shapes, and then all the sauces that 
go with it, it was huge for me. 

Do you travel much in your 
leisure time? 

I HAVE my holidays every year. My 
wife fules isn't a great traveller, so we 
tend to holiday in the UK, and 
actually I really like that. We're 
massive fans of getting around the 
UK. Cornwall, Norfolk, Essex coast, 
Wales, and I love Scotland as well. 

And we'll nip over to France - that's 
about it for the Olivers, but in my day 
job I'm all over the place 

Do you have any family 
Christmas traditions? 

YEAH, we do, but I like to change 
them. Being the kid, being the 
teenager, being the student, being 
the kid that's left home, being the 
young parent, and now I've got a 


15-year-old, and a baby, traditions 
change. 

One thing that remains the same 
is that we go completely OTT. 

Dressing the tree is always full of 
carnage and tears. We take the 
Instagram picture that looks like 
perfection, but we've all cut our feet 
stepping on baubles, or nearly 
electrocuted ourselves, or almost set 
the house on fire - that's pretty 
consistent. We get into it. 

Do you spend most of Christmas 
Day in the kitchen? 

I'VE been cooking for 26 people for 
the last 10 years, but last year we just 
had the seven of us and did the big 
party on Boxing Day. 

One tradition of mine is that I hack 
the crackers. I like to improve 
the jokes, and put completely 
inappropriate jokes into the cracker 
for the worst person to get them.

Joan Bakewell is one of the nation's 
best-known writers and broadcasters 
and has a remarkable track record in 
campaigning journalism, for which 
she was made a baroness in 2011.

It went on for seven years between 
1962 and 1969 during which both were 
married.

This is about imaginatively creating 
festive details in rooms, whether that’s 
with a selection of baubles or candles 
dressing a shelf or mantel, flickering fairy 
lights in a fireplace in place of flames, or 
even a statement light-up stag for an 
outdoor space. 

The rule here is 'less is more,' because 
unusual individual touches can be just as 
eye-catching and sophisticated as a 
full-on festive display. 

Here's how to do it. 

USE A BRANCH TO CREATE A FOCAL POINT 

Hang baubles from a branch gathered 
from the garden or countryside, and 
suspend from a ceiling using fishing line 
and hooks. This is an easy way to create 
a focal point for a table, without 
crowding the table space. Match the 
colour theme of the table with the 
baubles on the branch. 

HANG A MINI TREE ON YOUR WALL 


and arrange prettily wrapped presents 
on the floor next to it to heighten the 
effect. Alternatively, arrange Christmas 
cards on a wall into a triangular 
tree-shape. 

SET A SNOWY SCENE 

Conjure the perfect snowy landscape 
with an illuminated picture, or dress a 
window ledge with decorations, which 
also will be welcoming as guests 
approach your home. Dunelm has a 
great selection of reasonably priced 
seasonal decorations, including baubles 
and sitting deer, starting from £2.50 
each, which would do the job nicely. 

ADD A TOUCH OF LUXE 

Add charm to a dull corner, with an 
arrangement of branches sparkling with 
strings of lights, a clear glass vase filled 
with baubles or more lights, and an 
opulent fabric, such as fur or velvet. 
Double the impact by placing the 
arrangement next to a mirror. 

CONJURE A FIRESIDE FESTIVE GLOW 

Add an understated charm to a fireplace 
by bringing in natural elements, such as 
moss and winter foliage, paired with 
baubles and fairy lights, and a sprinkling 
of fake snow to achieve that twinkly yet 
tranquil Christmas setting.

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ROAD TEST: Nissan Qashqai Tekna+ by David Ward 



I t was a brave decision a decade ago by 
Nissan bosses to drop their medium¬ 
sized hatchbacks like the Primera and 
Almera models and replace them with a 
new raised hatchback-cum-Sports Utility 
Vehicle-styled car soon to be commonly 
known as a compact crossover. 

The Sunderland-built Qashqai created a 
new niche and became an instant hit with 
motorists so much so that rival car makers 
jumped on the bandwaggon and today 
there’s a wide choice of over 20 such 
crossovers in the market place. 

Over 2.3 million Qashqai models have been 
sold across Europe since its 2007 launch and 
it has remained the best seller in its class 
here but with so many newer rivals now 
around Nissan hasn’t rested on its laurels 


and recently gave the model a major facelift. 

To the naked eye of many motorists this 
newly revised Qashqai may not look from 
the outside too different from its 
predecessor because Nissan, like some 
rivals, know that there’s no need to make 
drastic changes to a winning formula - just 
like VW with their 40 year-old Golf - or it 
will lose its buyer appeal. 

But there are subtle changes to this latest 
Qashqai with a few design tweaks, such as at 
the front end with more pronounced 
daytime running lights, plus improvements 
to the quality of the cabin creating a few 
more home comforts. These include areas 
like a better quality leather finishing on the 
doors, dashboard and other surrounds and a 
much smarter centre console while a new 
13/12/17-shaped steering wheel design gives 
the driver a better grip. 

There is still a choice of five trim levels - 
Visia, Acenta, N-Connecta, Tekna and 
Tekna-r - and a 1.2-litre petrol engine and 
either 1.5-litre or 1.6-litre diesel engines with 
the range starting at £19,295 on-the-road for 
the 1.2-litre Visia. Across the range there’s a 
choice of either two-wheel or four-wheel- 
drive, CVT automatic transmission or six- 
speed manual gearbox depending on which 
model and engine is chosen by buyers. 

The new flagship 1.5-litre 108bhp diesel 
powered Tekna+ front-wheel-drive is the 
model for this review and it comes in at 


£30,325 on-the-road and obviously it’s 
naturally well specified with loads of extra 
standard equipment on board at that price. 

These include black Nappa leather trim 
with quilting, electric heated front seats, 
panoramic glass sunroof, 360-degree 
parking camera monitor, four-way lumber 
support on the driver’s seat, body coloured 
bumpers and handles, 19-inch alloy wheels, 
rear privacy glass and more. 

For the driver this edition has anti-lock 
brakes, chassis control through an 
intelligent ride system, electric speed 
sensing power steering, stop/start at idle, 
automatic headlights, cruise control, 
electronic stability control and again many 
extra on-board safety features as standard. 

There’s also a new NissanConnet 7-inch 
navigation and infotainment system 
containing all the usual controls and 
systems like Bluetooth with audio streaming 
one would expect and a Premium Bose 
audio system. 

Boot space is about par for the course on 
a crossover like this with an initial 430 litres 
available which can be increased to 1,585 
litres with the rear seats folded down. 

Subtle technical changes across the range 
include retuned springs and dampers, better 
Active Ride Control system and with the 
108bhp diesel engine under the bonnet and 
a decent to use six-speed manual gearbox 
the overall ride is much smoother with the 


body soaking up bumps and potholes with 
ease and more control going through bends 
and corners at a respectable pace with no 
body roll. 

For a diesel car it’s also now much 
quieter, whether in heavy town traffic or out 
at motorway speeds, and again improved 
soundproofing in the body has clearly 
helped in this respect. 

Overall the changes the Nissan backroom 
team have made to this highly successful 
crossover my not be so noticeable on the 
outside but drive or sit in as a passenger 
with this 1.5-litre diesel engine, borrowed 
from their company cousins at Renault, then 
there is a marked difference from the its 
predecessor. 

The 1.5-litre diesel’s official combined fuel 
consumption figure is a remarkable 74.3mpg 
but perhaps more realistically on this 600- 
miles of varied test route it averaged a 
commendable 54.3mpg. 

As for which of these new Qashqai models 
along with which trim level to choose it’s as 
always down to individual needs and 
finance. 

This Tekna+ may seem expensive at 
£30,325 compared to some rivals but buyers 
do get a great deal for the money with all 
that extra kit on board as standard while for 
company car drivers the 1.5-litre diesel has a 
C02 of 99g/gm so making it an even more 
attractive proposition from a tax viewpoint.

(hardly anyone will) and a 
company car user will be 
massaged a gentle £70.51 a 
month in BIK if they’re a 20 
per cent taxpayer. 

At the other end of the 
Mondeo scale, a £32,695 
Vignale Estate with 2.0 diesel 
engine, auto gears and all¬ 
wheel drive (another ultra 
rare combination) will hit its 
40 per cent taxpayer user for 
£324.40 a month. 

Whichever new Mondeo 
you end up with it will now 
certainly come with DAB, 
cruise control, satellite 
navigation, front and rear 
parking sensors and 
automatic emergency city 
braking, this latter feature 
responsible for a two or 
three group drop in 
insurance ratings, thanks to 
a lowered likelihood of bent 
bumpers. 

Ford thinks private buyers 


will fancy a Mondeo in ST- 
Line trim, which adds £3,500 
over the cost of an entry 
level Zetec but includes 
larger (18ins) alloy wheels, 
mildly lowered and stiffened 
suspension, front sports- 
style seats with red stitching, 
alloy foot pedals and a dark 


headliner. 

They’re in addition to a 
styling kit that marks out an 
ST-Line car thanks to unique 
bumpers front and rear and 
lower side panels in body 
colour. Inside, you’ll also 
discover smart velour floor 
mats, a push button starter 


and more red stitching to 
steering wheel, centre 
console and side trims. 

Out on the road in a highly 
spec’d ST-Line, costing 
£26,595 and boasting 
automatic gears and all- 
wheel drive, you notice how 
much of the latest Mondeo 


stays unchanged - and are 
thankful for it. 

Things start off well with a 
perfect driving position and 
set of clear instruments 
ahead of you and continue 
in similar fashion as you 
discover a car that rides the 
rougher streets of London 
with well damped aplomb. 

The interior is neat and 
orderly but doesn’t give off 
the posh car ambience that 
points people to dearer cars 
like an Audi but holds its 
own against an obvious 
competitor in the equally 
roomy shape of Vauxhall’s 
Insignia. 

A range topping Vignale 
version tried later was 
quieter still and presented a 
more modern and crisply 
digital instrument cluster but 
still wouldn’t worry an Audi 
for instant interior appeal. 

Still, you won’t have 
trouble beating 40mpg in 
your diesel Mondeo and the 
taxman won’t think 
Christmas has arrived when 
he ask for your contribution.

Jekyll and Hyde 
Hawks are beaten 


Harlow follow up Invicta win with defeat at Staines

HARLOW Town were unable to 
sustain the momentum of their 
tremendous win over high-flying 
Folkestone Invicta, as they were 
soundly beaten by third placed 
Staines Town at Wheatsheaf Lane 
on Tuesday night. 

The visitors made a promising 
enough start, with a great chance 
falling for Alex Read, following 
Junior Dadson’s through ball in 
the opening minute, but the effort 
was blocked. 

Hawks then had an effort 
hacked off the line by a Staines 
defender as Syrus Gordon vol¬ 
leyed a clearance from keeper 
Gabe Rosario at goal. 

Staines went ahead in the 26th 
minute following a mistake by 
Ibrahim Sonko, whose misdirec¬ 
ted clearance landed straight at 
the feet of Elliot Buchanan, who 
slammed the ball past Hawks 
keeper David Hughes. 

With Staines looking more 
threatening by the minute, Har¬ 


low were gifted a way back into 
the match on the half hour mark, 
when a high cross from Tommie 
Fagg to the right was collected by 
Toby Ajala, who put the ball 
across the face of goal where Read 
was waiting. 

He couldn’t get to it but Staines 
defender Ben Martin got a touch 
to put into his own net. 

Hawks should have taken 
advantage to stamp their author¬ 
ity, and it looked like they might, 
but Rosario pulled off a tremend¬ 
ous save from Junior Dadson’s 
glancing header to keep it all 
square at the break. 

The second half saw Harlow 
capitulate after conceding two 
goals in seven minutes shortly 
after the break. 

Mo Bettamer’s 52nd minute 
cross was met with a bullet head¬ 
er into the net from Lewis Driver 
and then in the 59th minute Max 
Worsfield swept past Jared Small 
and then James Baker to deliver a 
ball across the face of goal where 
Bettamer slid in to finish off. 

The goals took the wind out of 
Harlow’s sails and they let their 


heads drop. 

Staines made it 4-1 in the 69th 
minute when Wadah Ahmidi stole 
in as the defence failed to clear 
and smashed the ball into the 
back of the net. 

Harlow remain third from bot¬ 
tom in the league table with 21 
points from 22 games. 

Bitterly disappointed assistant 
coach Spencer Knight told the 
Star: “I though we were excellent 
in the first half but then we con¬ 
ceded a sloppy goal. 

Disappointing 

“It’s just disappointing we 
couldn’t do it in the second half. 
Staines really stepped it up. 

“Conceding sloppy goals frus¬ 
trates the life out of us. 

“We didn’t pose a threat going 
forward in the second half which 
just isn’t good enough. 

“We need to work on that and 
need to go again this Saturday [at 
Lowestoft] when we have another 
tough away game. 

“We’ve got to work hard and try 
hard to stop conceding so many 
goals. 


“We need to think long and hard 
about our form. 

“We have one good result, try to 
put together good back-to-back 
victories, but it doesn’t happen 
and that’s been the story of our 
season. 

“There is still a long way and 
we’re certainly not giving up. 
We’ll stick together and get 
through this tough patch.” 

Harlow host Enfield Town on 
Boxing Day (3pm kick-off). 

On Saturday, the Folkestone 
took the lead through Adam 
Yusuff, before Dadson’s cross 
forced the first of two own goals 
from the visitors. 

Sonko then headed home just 
before the break to send the 
Hawks into the lead. 

Harlow added a third when a 
deflection off Matthew Newman 
flew into his own net. 

The game could have turned 
when Hughes was shown a 
straight red card in the 66th 
minute, but despite the visitors 
adding a second in added time 
through Johan Ter Horst, the 
Hawks held on.
